3 c progressive catarrrl deafness 
it is generally agreed that 
while the hearing difficulty first 
became evident in adult life it 
had its beginnigs in childhood.

Enough has been said to 
show that the prevention of 
deafness in adult life begins 
with maintaining the health of 
the nose, mouth and throat of 
the child. The respiiratory gate¬ 
way to the body suffers from 
a number of disabilities, chief 
among which is the common 
cold, not usually serious in its 
self when it occurs but always 
serioos in the results to which, 
particularly if neglected it may 
lead. 

Children should be taught to 
blow the nose gently. Do not 
say “give it a good blow.” but 
have them blow the nose gent 
ly, closing only one nostril at a 
time; the hard blow may send 
infection from the nose up the 
eustachian tube into the midd 
le ear.
